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Bricklin Says Detroit Is Me Too

DETROIT 
(UPI) 
— 
M alco lm B ric k lin h a rd ly 
considers himself in com­ 
petition with Detroit’s auto 
giants. He’s built 2,100 cars 
in the past year to their 
nearly 9 million. 
But if Detroit executives 
would take a few cues from 
him, they might not find 
themselves in such a mess, 
says 
the 
36-year-old 
autom aker 
whose 
nam e 
graces a sporty, gull-winged 
safety car. 
With few exceptions, the 
reaction in Detroit to the 
gasoline crisis and the need 
for new products has been 
lacklu ster, says B ric k lin , 
and the results are evident in 
the present sales slump. 
American Motors is the 
lone exception Bricklin will 
allow, saying what the small 
company has done with its 
new Pacer is to build “ an 
American small car, not just 
a cop y.” W hat 
G eneral 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler 
are planning 
to offer 
to 
satisfy 
the 
sm all 
car 
demand, says Bricklin, will 
be 
“ me-too” 
copies 
of 
foreign designs. 
If Detroit doesn’t change 
and simply copies the suc­ 
cess 
of 
the 
foreign 
automakers, it could find 
itself in even deeper trouble 
as the price of gasoline rises, 
he said. 
Bricklin is the first man to 
put his own name on a new 
car since Henry J. Kaiser 
tried it in the years right 
after 
World 
W ar 
II 
and 
failed. He’s built 2,100 cars 
at 
his St. 
Johns, 
N .B .. 
assembly plant and is tur­ 
ning out 450 to 500 a month 
with a backlog he claims is 
up to 40,000 cars. 
He once thought of doing it 
with a small, low-cost, high- 
efficiency model but soon 
realized the economics of the 
problem. 
B rick lin concedes that 
small cars with good fuel 
economy will be the main 
thing the industry builds in 
the next few years, but says 
there’s a good reason a small 
manufacturer couldn’t tnake 
it —money. •■• • • 1 ■ 
According to B ric k lin ’s 
figuring, a w elld esig n ed 
$2,000 car could be built, but 
only by a company that has 
the capacity to build a half­ 
million a year with an in­ 
vestment of a couple hun­ 
dred 
million 
dollars 
and 
20,000 to 30,000 people. 
“ But any car that won t 
get 30 miles per gallon in the 
next two years just won’t be 
acceptable to the American 
people. W e’ll have one that 
will, but it won’t be a small 


car.” 
Bricklin says he’s about 
two 
years 
aw ay 
from 
producing his own engine — 
’’nothing startling,” he says 
—that will get that magic 30 
m.p.g. figure. His current 


351-cubic-inch Ford V-8 is 
rated at no better than 18 
m.p.g. on the highway. 
Bricklin does not believe 
the foreign automakers, who 
are being heaped with praise 
for having the smaller, fuel 


efficient cars ready for an 
energy crisis, deserve any 
more credit 
than 
Detroit 
does. 
“ The reason tfte foreign 
guys are making small cars 
is that’s all they could make 


for their own countries,’’ he 
explains. “ They didn’t do 
anything 
different, 
but 
Detroit is guilty of not 
recognizing that the present 
cars have to change and that 
they can build better smaller 


cars.” 
“ I want Detroit to survive 
because if the industry stays 
in this slump, we’re all in 
trouble,” he said. “ Detroit 
automakers are the smar­ 
test 
businessmen, 
produc­ 


tion and marketing people in 
the world and probably 
produce the best 
v a l u e 
product in any field.

The romanized version is 
used along with the regular 
Chinese characters now. The 
ultimate aim is to eliminate 
the characters. 
This is a project that will 
take more than a few years 
or a few decades.

Kuo Mo-jo, president of the 
Chinese 
Academy 
of 
Sciences, 
said

precede phoneticization of 
the Chinese characters.” 
If China 
pursues

aggressively, 
Kuo 
said, 
eventually ‘ the use of the 
Chinese characters will, like 
the ancient Greek, Latin and 
Sanskrit 
languages, 
be 
limited to a small number of 
specialists.” 
There are more than 50,000 
characters in the Chinese 
ideographic 
language. 
Writing these is like drawing 
a picture, which is the way 
the language evolved over 
the past 4,000 years. 
About 5.000 characters are 
in common use. and a person 
must memorize at least 1.500 
to be considered literate. 
The number in common use 
is being reduced steadily. 
The aim is to have fewer 
than 3,000, about the number 
that have been simplified so 
far. 
The 
transliteration 
of 
Chinese characters that has 
been in use for many years 
in the West is based on a 
system devised mainly bv 
HMSsionariy scholars. 
The new system in China is 
considerably different. For 
instance, 
in 
the 
tran­ 
sliteration of cities, Peking 
(old) 
is 
Beijing 
(new), 
Tientsin is Tian Jin, and 
Chungking is Zhong Qing 
The 
advantages 
of 
romanization and the need 
for it were stated by one of 
the scholars working on the 
program years ago: 
“ The purpose of reforming 
the Man (Chinese) written 
language is to make it easy 
to learn, convenient to use, 
and capable of meeting the 
requirement of the modern 
age

energy,
